and interspersed rounded grooves, the stud having a height extending above the top surface of 
the block by at least about 30% of the height of the block: and at least on e recess in 

a bottom surface of the bloc k having at least one recess with sidewalls, at least one 
sidewall of the recess having a substantially vertically extending land shaped complementary to 
and extending into a respective one of the rounded grooves of the stud , wherein the studs are stud 
is configured and operable to be insertable in the recesses of others of the blocks other like toy 
building blocks , and the stud on one block is guided into a recess of another of the blocks by the 
lands in the recess of the other block wherein 

th e studs having cross s e ctions that ar e lik e toothwh ee ls, wher e in th e studs show a 
circumf e rentially arranged, substantially e qually spac e d s equ e nc e of t ee th with rounded crests 
and intersp e r s ed grooves that are rounded, 

the recesse s have sid e walls provid e d with at least one e ssentially vertically ext e nding 
land shaped complem e ntary to the grooves, and 

the recesses are shaped such that one of the studs inserted in one of the recesses is guided 
by at least three zones of contact, and at least one of the zones is a land in the recess of another 
of the blocks engageable in a groove in the stud . 

Claim 18 (Currently Amended) 

Tey- A toy building block according to claim 17, wherein the recess further compri s ing 
comprises at least three of the vertically extending lands each shaped complementary to the 
rounded grooves of the stud of th e lands in th e rec e ss . 
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Claim 19 (Currently Amended) 

^¥m- A toy b uilding block according to claim 4-718, wherein the lands constitute the 
majority of contact zones for guiding a stud ^vv4ieH-inserte d into the recess . 

Claim 20 (Currently Amended) 

¥e^ A toy building block according to claim 17, wherein the studs shew- have a rotational 
symmetry of at least 4 -fold . 

Claim 21 (Currently Amended) 

Tev -A toy building block according to claim 17, wherein the rotational symmetry of the 
studs is 6 -fold . 8 -fold or 12 -fold . 

Claim 22 (Currently Amended) 

¥ey- A toy b uilding block according to claim 17, wherein the block consists of essentially 
cubic construction cuboid u nits, and each of the construction cuboid units [[are]] is provided 
with one of the studs and one of the recesses.

Te^ A toy building block according to claim 17, further comprising a pass-through hole 
provided centrally in at least one stud or one recess, the pass-through hole extending from top to 
bottom of the building block , so that a scr e w may be pass e d through th e construction block . 

Claim 24 (Currently Amended) 

Tey-Atoy.building block according to claim 23, wherein the holes ar e p ass-through hole 
is provided in at least one stud, and is further p rovided with an enlargement within the studs stud 
for being capabl e of configured and operative for r eceiving a head of a screw. 
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Claim 25 (Currently Amended) 

¥ey- A toy b uilding block according to claim 17, wherein the block is- comprises a hollow 
portion and is m anufactured by blowing of a material comprising polymeric mass as an essential 
constituent , in order to obtain a hollow, light w e ight product . 

Claim 26 (Currently Amended) 

Tev- A toy building block according to claim 17, wherein the block has a lateral outer 
face and is provided with slots across the lateral outer face , configured and operative for holding 
edges of construction devices. 

Claim 27 (Currently Amended)

a bivalent building block having eaH^ at least one of the recesses on at least one of the top 
surface and the bottom surface , and the at least one stud is realiz e d by comprises a piece having 
th e outer shape of a stud the plurality of circumferentially arranged, substantially equally spaced 
teeth with rounded crests and interspersed rounded grooves of the stud and ^ -vet about double 
[[its]] a length of the recess , so that it constitutes a stud when and the piece is configured to be 
inserted in [[a]] the at least one recess of the bivalent building block.

Tey- A toy building block set comprising: 

at least one toy building block according to claim 23[[,]]i wherein th e set furth e r 
comprises and 

at least one screw which is provid e d with having a head, a first thread on a body terminal 
section of the screw, and a second irmer thread in the head of the screw, the second thread being 
matched with the first thread so that the screw may be screwed in the head of another of the 
serews like screw .

circle shaped grooves, configured and operative for s e-feat-a complementarily shaped end of a 
tool ffiay-tOLbe inserted and rotationally fixed in the head.

¥ey- A toy b uilding block set according to claim 29, wherein the cross-section of the 
recess in the head has at least four of the crests.
